DUBROVNIK 

The hub of public life in Dubrovnik from earliest 
times was the Luza square, from which the main street, 
the Placa, extends westward. On the northern side of 
the square stands the imposing Sponza palace in 
transitional Gothic-Renaissance style, built in 1516— 
1522 according to the plans of Paskoje Milicevic. The 
stone-caning is the work of Josip Andrijic of Korcula. 
It served as a customs house, mint and state treasury, a 
bank and grain warehouse. In the middle of Luza 
square stands Orlando’s pillar (the work of Antun 
Dubrovcanin from 1418), the medieval symbol of the 
free mercantile city. It was here that regulations were 
made public, ceremonies announced, and punishment 
carried out. On the southern side of the square is the 
baroque church of St Blaise (Sveti Vlaho), dedicated 
to the city’s patron. It was raised in 1706—1714 
by Marino Gropelli on the site of the 14th-century 
church burnt down in 1706. The main altar has a 
silver figure of St Blaise with a model of the city 
in his hands from the mid-15th century, and two 
wooden statues, of St Blaise and St Jerome, from 
the original church. The church has a considerable 
number of paintings, mostly by anonymous artists. 

The eastern side of Luza is enclosed by the bell- 
loggia (Loza zx’onara), city bell-tower and the Main 
Guard (Glavna straza) building. The loggia, whose bells 
summoned the republic’s councils and raised the alarm, 
was built in 1463. It was destroyed by the Austrians in

the mid-19th century but restored to its original 
appearance in 1952. The construction of the city 
bell-tower is mentioned in documents from 1444; it was 
fully restored in 1929. The Main Guard building was 
built in 1706—1708 by Marino Gropelli on the site of a 
building burnt down in 1706. In an alcove in front of 
this is Onofrio's small fountain, as it is called, with 
figural decoration by Pietro di Martini of Milan from 
the mid-15th century. The site of the new buildings of 
the town council and theatre, which are connected on 
the southern side with the Main Guard building, was 
formerly occupied by the Great Council building (first 
mentioned in 1303, burnt down in 1817) and the Great 
Arsenal (first mentioned in 1272, demolished in the 
mid-19th century, except for the part toward the 
harbour). In the theatre vestibule there is a monument 
to the great Dubrovnik comedy playwright, Marin 
Drzic, the work of Ivan Mestrovic (1958). 

In a continuation of Luza square, (Prid dvorom st.) 
stands the refined Gothic Rector's Palace (Knezevdvor) 
built in the mid-15th century according to the designs 
of Onofrio della Cava in place of the former fortified 
palace from the 13th century destroyed by a gunpowder 
explosion in 1435. Following another gunpowder 
explosion in 1463, the portal on the ground floor was 
restored in the Renaisance spirit by Salvi di Michiele. 
In the time of the republic, the palace was both the 
knez’s residence and housed all the government offices 
(apart from financial ones in the Sponza palace). In the 
centre of the building there is an atrium with 
colonnading and an imposing staircase leading to the 
upper floor. In the atrium (courtyard) stands a bust of 
Miho Pracat (1637), the only monument raised by the 
republic to one of its own citizens. Right of the entrance 
are the stairs leading to the Scientific Library, which 
has over 90,000 volumes, a large number of 
manuscripts, a collection of incunabula, etc. The hall of 
the Great Council on the first floor and adjoining 
rooms house the town museum. An inscription over the 
doorway reads: Obliti privatorum publics curate 
(Forget private affairs, attend to public business).

In Dalmatia fish is usually prepared * 
quite simply. It is either broiled, or 
cooked with oil and chopped parsley 
poured over. But there are some spe¬ 
cial recipes characteristic for certain 
parts of the coast and for the islands. 


FISH SOUP (FISHERMEN'S RECIPE) 

CORBA OD MORSKE RIBE 


2 Ibt, various fish 

1 onion 

3—4 cloves garlic 

1 cup oil 

Pars lay 


1 bay laaf 
4—5 popper corns 

3— 4 cups whlto wine 

4— 5 tomatoes 
*/t cup rice 


Put fish, 2 quarts fresh water, 1 quart 
sea water in a pot. Before the water 
comes to a boil, add onion, garlic, oil, 
parsley, bay leaf and peppercorns. 
When it boils, add % cup white wine 
and the tomatoes quartered. Cook for 
about 20 minutes. Remove the fish 
carefully, strain the soup and let set. 
Bring to a boil, add rice and cook. If 
some fish has been boiled, for example 
dog’s teeth, common mullet or grouper, 
use the stock in making the soup. Their 
heads and tails may be added. 

Brodet is. a Dalmatian speciality 
and each part of Dalmatia has its own 
recipe for this fish stew.

DALMATIAN FISH STEW 

BRODET NA DALMAYiNSKI 


*/« cup oil 
1 cup onions 
27s lbs. fish 

7 ozs. tomatoes or 
3 tablespoons 
tomato paito 


NAClN 

Pepper 

Salt 

7* cup wlna 
vinegar 

V« cup red wine 
Parsley 


Saut6 in oil % cup sliced onions. Cut 
the fish into serving pieces and place 
on the onions with the remaining V 2 
cup onions. Then add the tomatoes, 
pepper and salt. When the fish is fried, 
add vinegar, wine and a little water 
and simmer for 1 hour. This stew is 
usually cooked in a rather shallow, un¬ 
covered earthenware dish. Shake the 
dish from time to time, but do not 
stir. Before serving, sprinkle with chop¬ 
ped parsley. 

Brodet is served with polenta or 
with fluffy white rice.
